I am attempting to have a little work done on 
Turners in both Tennessee and North Carolina. If links are secured, I 
may then ask you to carry on Virginia lines. 


I have a record from Elizabeth City County, Virginia, 1743, 
of William Chisholm and his wife, Deborah Cook, who deeded to William 
Face land in the town of Hampton which Deborah had inherited from her 
father, John Cook, will of 1730. In 1751, William and Deborah Chisholm 
were living in Prince George. They were closely connected with John 
Chisholm (Chisum) of Amelia County and his wife, Eleanor, daughter of 
Nicholas Gillington (Guillentine or Garlington). From this stock came 
Captain Elijah Chisholm (Chisum) who settled early in Tennessee. I have 
considerable material about John and Eleanor Chisholm but nothing more 
about William and Deborah. 


Captain Elijah's son Major James Chisholm married in Tennessee 
Elizabeth Gibbons. Her father was Thomas Gibbons who went to Tennesses 
with a young family from Sussex County, Virginia. I have worked out a4 
history 6f the Gibhgns family which is, of course, not complete. Will 
you wee if you can it, trying to place Thomas Gibbons who Was a 
soldier in the Revolution and by the Act of Assembly, November 1781, 
received L23-9-5 for his services? FPlease make notes on the enclosed 
typescript and return when you have completed it. 


Please do not let this work run over $25.00 without consulting 
me. I have to limit my expenditures on genealogy and research.
